Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  the  acts  of  March  16,  1832  and 
March  30,  1811,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of 
the  finances  of  the  Commonwealth,  with  estimates,  rei*ommenda- 
tions,  etc.,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  November  30,  1906. 

The  report  contains  a  detailed  statement  of  receipts  and  expendi- 
tui'es  relating  to  the  General  Fund,  and  a  similar  statement  as  to 
the  Sinking  Fund.

It  appears  from  this  statemeot  that  the  State  is  piuctiLiilly  out 
of  debt.  During  the  past  year  the  Sinking  Fund  Oommission  has 
purchased  |485,700.00  of  State  bonds,  and  other  purchases  amount- 
ing to  upwards  of  f500,000  are  pending,  and  will  be  made  before 
January  1,  1907. 

If  the  present  condition  of  the  money  market  continues,  it  is 
likely  that  a  considerable  part  of  the  outstanding  bonds  will  be  pur- 
chased at  107;  a  price  that  will  yield  a  profit  to  the  State,  as  well  as 
to  those  who  sell  the  bonds. 

The  purchases  have  been  made  upon  a  2^  per  cent,  basis,  and  since 
the  deposited  funds  under  the  present  law  are  yielding  only  2  per 
cent.,  a  profit  of  one-half  per  cent,  is  realized. 

I  will  take  occasion  here  to  say  that  the  new  law  governing  State 
deposits  is  working  well,  and  could  only  be  improved  by  authorizing 
the  Treasurer  to  receive  bids,  and  place  deposits  with  the  banks 
offering  the  highest  interest  rate ;  yet  holding  to  the  present  salutory 
restrictions  as  to  designating  depositories,  limiting  the  amount  of 
deposits  and  prescribing  the  security. 

With  the  rate  of  interest  fixed  at  2  per  cent,  the  Treasurer  is  with- 
out a  reliable  index  as  to  where  the  money  is  most  needed,  and  must 
arbitrarily  decide  as  to  where  he  will  place  it.  Wherever  placed, 
however,  it  will  flow  to  the  point  where  the  interest  rate  is  highest; 
the  initial  depository  receiving  the  benefit  of  the  higher  rate,  which 
should  come  to  the  State. 

The  opening  of  this  rate  to  competitive  bidding  is  the  only  way  in 
which  the  Treasury  can  be  completely  and  finally  relieved  of  the 
evils  of  favoritism  in  distributing  funds. 

The  general  prosperity  of  the  industries  in  the  State  is  reflected 
in  the  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year,  which  were  from  ordinary  sources 
f  25,818,924.03,  or  $1,549,804.31  more  than  in  any  previous  year.  And 
notwithstanding  the  extraordinary  expenditures  upon  the  new  capi- 
tol,  amounting  to  $4,764,069.66  during  the  year,  the  surplus  in  the 
General  Fund  is  but  $102,428.61  less  than  it  was  one  year  ago. 

Depending  upon  a  continuation  of  business  activity  during  the 
next  two  years,  I  estimate  the  gross  receipts  of  the  Treasury  at  $23,- 
000,000  per  year,  of  which  $19,000,000  will  be  available  for  appro- 
priation each  year. 

During  the  year,  the  Real  Estate  Trust  Company  of  Philadelphia 
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was  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver.  This  institution  held  at  the 
time  1175,000  of  State  deposits.  This  sum  was  promptly  collected 
from  the  surety  without  loss  of  principle  or  interest. 

During  the  year  the  State  has  collected  |43,382.35  from  the  receiv- 
ers of  the  City  Trust  Company  of  Lancaster,  leaving  a  balance  of 
121,617.65  still  unpaid.  We  expect  to  collect  this  balance  in  the 
near  future. 

Upon  the  question  of  the  legality  of  a  large  part  of  the  expendi- 
tures upon  the  new  capitol,  the  Treasurer  is  in  doubt,  and  desires 
authoritative  instruction  as  to  the  payment  of  pending  bills. 

The  Treasurer  is  also  convinced  that  overpayments  amounting  to 
approximately  f5,0OO,0O0  have  been  made  upon  the  finishings  and 
furnishings  of  the  capitol  building.  The  question  of  carrying  in- 
surance on  these  values,  if  they  are  fictitious,  is  a  serious  one,  and 
furnishes  a  sufficient  warrant  for  a  careful  and  impartial  investiga- 
tion. 

Believing  that  the  mere  fact  of  expending  $8,500,00  in  the  alleged 
furnishing  of  a  $4,000,000  building  warranted  a  close  examination  of 
the  methods  employed,  I  have  presumed  that  an  investigation  would 
be  ordered,  and  have  endeavored  with  the  limited  time  and  without 
meians  at  my  command,  to  secure  evidence  which  may  be  useful  in 
such  an  inquiry.  The  results  have  been  as  follows:  Section  10,  of 
P.  L.  1905,  page  597,  provides  that 

"The  State  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  pay  out 
of  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury,  not  otherwise  appropriated,  on  ac- 
counts to  be  audited  by  the  Auditor  General  and  the  State  Treasurer 
In  the  usual  manner,  for  the  two  fiscal  years  commencing  June  1st, 
1905,  such  sums  as  may  be  required  by  contracts  made  in  pursuance  of 
law  **••««*  for  the  repairs  to  and  furnishing  of  the 
chambers  and  committee  rooms  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  Legislature 
and  the  several  departments  of  the  government,  which  shall  be  done 
only  on  the  written  order  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public 
Grounds  and  Buildings:  Provided.  That  expenditures  allowed  under 
this  section  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  authorize  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings  to  complete  the  present 
Capitol  building." 

Interpreting  my  duty  in  the  light  of  this  latest  utterance  of  the 
Legislature  on  this  subject,  I  found  upon  examining  the  work  and  a 
careful  reading  of  the  specifications  under  which  the  contract  was 
let  by  the  Capitol  Building  Commission,  that  the  Board  of  Public 
Grounds  and  Buildings  was  contracting  and  paying  for  work  that 
had-been  specified  in  the  original  contract  as  a  part  of  the  building, 
to  the  extent  of  more  than  $2,500,000.  Moreover,  I  found  that  cer- 
tain parts  of  this  work  amounting  to  more  than  $250,000  had  been 
clearly  included  and  definitely  specified  in  the  original  contract  be- 
tween the  Capitol  Commission  and  Payne  &  Company,  and  paid  for 
in  the  lump  sum  given  to  Payne  &  Company  by  them. 
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This  identical  work  was  again  paid  for  to  J.  H.  Sanderson  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings,  making  a  clear  case  of  du- 
plicate payments  amounting  to  more  than  f250,000.  Further  in- 
stances of  duplicate  payments  probably  exist,  which  would  be  re- 
vealed by  an  expert  examination. 

My  investigation  has  also  revealed  the  fact  that  in  the  solicita- 
tion of  bids  for  the  work  to  be  done  for  the  Board  of  Public  Grounds 
and  Buildings,  the  schedules  were  ingeniously  and  ambiguously 
worded,  so  as  to  prevent  a  fair  competitive  bidding  upon  certin 
items,  while  most  of  the  items  were  clearly  specified.  And  the 
record  shows  that  the  contract  was  awarded  to  a  bidder  whose  bid 
was  extremely  low  upon  the  clearly  specified  items,  and  high  upon 
the  few  special  items  by  the  "foot"  and  by  the  the  "pound."  The 
award  was  made  to  him  on  the  ground  that  he  was  the  lowest  "aver- 
age" bidder. 

The  record  further  shows  that  purchases  were  made,  and  work 
paid  for  amounting  to  millions  of  dollars  under  these  special  am-  ' 
biguously  worded  items,  at  prices  many  times  as  high  as  they  should 
be;  while  little  or  nothing  was  purchased  under  the  items  were  com- 
I>etitive  bidding  prevailed.  The  overcharges  effected  in  this  way 
amount  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief  to  more  than  |5,- 
000,000,  and  furnish  a  false  basis  for  estimating  the  architect's  com- 
mission, or  insurance  risks. 

These  overcharges  can  be  proven  by  expert  testimony;  some  of 
which  I  have  secured  to  guide  me  in  making  this  report.  The  lagk 
of  means,  however,  has  prevented  me  from  making  the  exhaustive 
investigation  which  the  case  demands. 

A  single  instance  will  illustrate  the  case.  The  records  show  that 
the  decorations  and  furnishings  in  room  No.  118,  which  is  18  feet  by 
28  feet  by  10  inches  high,  cost  more  than  f25,000.  I  have  had  ex- 
perts examine  the  various  decorations,  and  the  highest  estimate 
placed  upon  the  value  of  the  work  does  not  exceed  |2,500.00,  or  about 
one-tenth  of  the  price  paid  for  it. 

I  have  extended  this  observation  sufficiently  to  satisfy  me  that 
this  system  of  overcharging  has  been  carried  through  the  entire 
building. 

It  may  be  well  to  note  in  conclusion  that  this  examination,  and  the 
remarks  upon  it,  do  not  refer  in  any  case  to  the  work  of  high  class 
artists,  but  are  confined  to  the  work  of  ordinary  decorators  and 
mechanics  in  carrying  out  designs  (of  more  or  lefis  artistic  merit)  fur- 
nished by  the  architect,  and  paid  for  separately  in  his  commissions. 

With  these  f r^uently  proclaimed,  and  as  yet  undisputed,  and  as  I 
believe  indisputable  facts  before  me,  I  shall  decline  to  make  further 
payments  upon  these  contracts,  believing  them  to  be  certainly  ille- 
gal, and  probably  fraudulent.     T  desire  to  be  assured  of  the j^itoMLtp 
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and  jQnancial  support  of  the  Legislature  in  defending  the  interests 
of  the  Commonwealth  if  called  into  court. 

The  appended  tables  show  the  comparative  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures for  1905  and  1906;  also  an  estimate  of  the  revenues  for  1907.
